freſh. Hopes of poſſeſſing our Prince a very 


conſiderable time yet, for the Benefit and 
Security of Mankind, and oppoſe them that 


have not thought ſo very favourably of that 
Climate. Argantonius, King of the Tarteſſians, 


liv'd 150, according to Anacreon and Herodo- 
tus, though others differ from em; and Aga- 
thocles, King of Sicily, 95, as Demochares and 
Timeus the Hiſtor ians tell us. Hiero, King of 
Siracuſe, fell ſick and died at the Age of 92, 


having reign'd about 70, as we meet it in 


Demetrius Caſtillianus, and many others. An- 
teas, King of Seytbia, was kill'd in a Battle 


againſt Philip upwards of the goth Year of his 


Age; and Bardyllis, King of the Ilyrians, was 


near the ſame Age when he was ſlain by the 
ſame Prince, as he fought on. Horſeback. 


Teres, King of the Odryfians, as Theopompus re- 
ports, liv'd till 92; and Antigonus, the one- 


1 


ey d King of Macedonia, was kill'd in a Battle 
againſt Seleucus and Ly/mmachus in Phiygia, in the 
81{t. Year of his Age, as Hieronymus has it, 


who was there, and ſays the ſame thing al- 
moſt of Ly/imachus, King of Macedonia. Anti- 
gonus, the Son of Demetrius, and Grand-Son 
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Prince, and whoſe Reign was very proſperous 
and flouriſting, liv'd above 80 Years ; ſo did 
Servius Tullius, both of them Kings of Rome. 
But Tarquinius Superbus liv'd above 90 Years, 
and was vigorous and hale, retreating after 
his Baniſhment into Cumea. To theſe I ſhall- 
add Examples of other Kings that liv'd a great 
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Macedonia; and livd 80, if we may credit 


Som of Jolas, Who was Governour of "Mace: 


donia during the Reigns of ſeveral Princes, 


nid ſomewhat longer. Prolemp, Son of La-

> Ra £6, the moſt fortunate Prince of his Time, 


liv'd 80, and reign'd/42 of them, and before 


he died he leſt his Throne to Philadelphus, his 
Foungeſt Son of all. Pbilererus, the firſt King

Vear of his Age; and Atralus, one of his 
Succeſſors, who went alſo by the Appella-

Monarch, of the ſame Name, whom 7/-

He made a Progreſs in Humanity before he 
took to'Philoſophy .; and, not fatisfy'd with 
a bare ſuperficial Knowledge, he dived to 
the very Bottom of the Science. He had 
inur d his Body to Hardſhip out of Emulation 
to others, as well as to render himſelf more 
nervous and ſtrong. But being no longer 
able to come up to his own Deſires, he very 
frankly quitted this World, and left a great 


deal to be ſaid of him by the moſt capable 
Men of Greece. He embraced no one par- 
ticular Sect, but gathering what he thought 
beſt out of each, left it undetermin'd which 
of them he valued moſt.

Seaſons. When they firſt obſer wd the ſeve- 
ral Appearances and frequent Changes of the 


Moon, they look d upon it as a Thing wor- 
thy their Admiration and Enquiry. Upon a 


farther Diſquiſition into this Matter, they 


found, that the Cauſe of theſe different 


Phaſes was, that the Moon's Light was not 


her own, but deriv'd to her from the Sun. 


They alſo diſcover d the Motions of thoſe 
Stars, which we call Planet, (for by their 
uncertain and variohs Motions they are di- 
ſtinguiſh'd from the fix d Stars) together with 


their Nature, their Power, and their ſeveral

_ moſt abound with. So ſome Conftellations 
are diſtinguiſh'd by Fiſhes, ſome by Men and

very Thing in the Place, made him tremble 
gat the leaſt Noiſe, and be almoſt at his Wits 
End. He found he was laught at by thoſe 
that ſaw him, for his outlandiſh Garb, and 
he could meet with no Body that underſtood 
him: In ſhort, he began to repent of his 
Voyage, and to reſolve with himſelf, with- 
out any farther Examination of Athens, even 
to return the ſame way he came; and, fet- 
ting Sail again, to croſs the Boſphorae, from 
whence it would not be far into his Native 
Scytbia.
